Texas ranch, the President said 
Monday: "These are symptoms 
of strength, not weakness." 


But, the President said, "we 


need to find better ways to re- 
strain 
inflationary 
pressures 


than by resort merely to the 
high Interest rates we have been 
witnessing." 


This comment prompted some 


members of Congress to say 
privately 
that 
the President 


may be beginning to think of 
new legislative proposals to deal 
with the situation, 
came less than 24 hours after 
Truman, In a rare public state- 
ment issued from his Independ- 
ence, Mo., home, hit at the high 
rates. 


"If we persist in high interest

Rusk Defends 
$15 Billion 
for Military

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of State Dean Rusk de- 
fends today the scope and cost 
of U.S. military commitments 
amid Capitol Hill warnings the 
Viet Nam war may last another 
five years and require up to $15 
billion more this year. 


Rusk goes before the Senate 


Preparedness 
subcommittee, 


whose members generally favor 
a strong U.S. policy in Viet Nam 
but are concerned that the Unit- 
ed States is becoming overex- 
tended in its 
foreign policy 


aims. 


Rusk told the group In its first 


session last week that the Unit- 
ed States was not overextended. 
But he is expected to be closely 
questioned about this — particu- 
larly dealing 
with the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization — 
at the closed part of today's 
hearing. 


Sen. Leverett Saltonstall of 


Massachusetts, the ranking Re- 
publican on the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, the parent 
body of the preparedness group, 
cautioned Monday that the war 
may go on for another five 
years. 


"Let us have no illusion about 


it," he told Naval Air Reservists 
In a speech at South Weymouth, 
Mass. "Before we are through 
in Viet Nam we will have to in- 
crease our troops and our tar- 
gets ther-:, just as our defense 
budget will increase." 


Rep. George H. Mahon, D- 


Tex., 
chairman of the House 


Appropriations Committee, had 
some grim predictions on the 
cost. 


He told the House that at the 


present 
rate of spending the 


Pentagon may need $5 billion to 
$15 billion more this fiscal year 
to fight the war. 


If costs zoom toward the up- 


per limit, he added, "it's a 50-50 
chance" that a tax increase 
may be needed to pay for them. 


The White House and French 


sources had no immediate pub- 
lic comment meanwhile on Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield's proposal that Presi- 
dent Johnson and French Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle get to- 
gether to discuss ways to try to 
end the war.
